Judge W. M. Hawkins, for 
many years one of this Oonnty’s 
best men and most prominent cit- 
izens, died last week at Weatville, 
where he has lived siace leaving 
this county. He was full of years 
and while his death was not a 
surprise, his many friends iv this 
county will learn of it with sad- 
ness. Hewas honored and loved 
in his new home in Florida as he 
had been here in Alabama. The 


We, the undersigued committee 
of Camp Finley No. 1915, U.C. V. 
Westville, F.a., appointed to draw 
up @® memoriam of the lifs and 
death of our beloved comrade, 
W. M. Hawkins, do hereby comply 
with said appointment as follows: 

W.M. Hawkius was bora in 
Henry county, Ala., Oct 16, 1836. 
There he was reared to manhood’s 
estate, and then he moved to 
Midsissippi and resided there until 
the great civil war occurred. He 
was among the first who volun- 
teered into the confederate army, 
joining what was afterwards Co. 
C, 18th Regiment, Barksdule’s 
brigade, McCali’s Div. Lon s- 
treet’s Corps, Army Northern Vir- 
ginia, at Cantou, Miss., March 
17th, 1861. 

He was inthe first battle of 
Manassas, and thence on he fought 
through sixteen general engage- 


ments, until at the battleof the! 


Wilderness, May 6, 1864, he re- 
ceived a wound that caused the 
loss ot his right lez and 
charge from service, 

Returning home to his native 
state, he learned the shoemaker’s 
trade, and by that meaus was able 
to stern the tide of life. He was 
e’ected clerk of the circuit court 
of Coffee county, Alabama, serv- 
ing his county with usual distin- 
guished ability for three success- 
sive terms. In 1893 he moved to 
Westville, then county seat of 
Holmes county, Florida, where 
he was elected County Judge fill- 
ing that office with honor to 
himse!f and credit to his adopted 
country. 

He was the moving spirit in the 
organization of Camp Finley, U. 
C. V. and servea us commander 
as long as health would permit. 
He was beloved by all his com- 
rades, aud when weakness preyed 
upon his person aud it pleased 
God to call him home to rest 
from his labors, he passed from 
time to eternity on the 7th day of 
Oct. 1911, leaving behind an af- 
fectionate wife and six loving 
vhildren 6) mourn his sad demisg. 
We feel that their loss is his 
eternal gain, as he is at rest with 
the Lord, where all tears are wiped 
away and sorrow and troubles 
shall be no more. 

On Oct 8ch the ramains were 
followed by a long procession of 
mourning loved ones and grief 
stricken friends to the city cem- 
etery at Westville where appro- 
priate burial services were per- 
formed by verteran Rev. Sapp, 
after which the remains were de- 
posited in the silent grave.

The Boll Weevil is Spread= 
ing Fast. Look Out 


For It. 
Press Bullitin No. 49, 


The Mexican cotton boll worl! 
is now spreading rapidly into Ala. 
bama beyoud the line reached by 
it in 1910. That line passed 
slightly west of Meridian, Mins., 
thence to the suutheast corner of 
Choctaw county thence to the 
vorthern point of Baldwin county 
nud southward through the east. 
ero part of the county. Already 
weevils are known to occur in the 
southwesternu part of Suinter 
county, ineludiug practically all 
of Clarke county and the western 
part of Monroe, through the west- 
ern corner of Conecuh and the 
western third, at least, of Escam- 

y Evon at this writing 
it is likely that the weevils occur 
considerably beyond the line in» 
dicated. 

‘The hot, dry weather which pres 
vaiied through September, hag 
beeu very favorable for weevil 
spreading, which takes place by 
flight and cannot possibly be pres 
veuted. The stripping of the 
cottou fields so extensively by the 
cotton worm has reduced the numes 
ber of equares and small boll 
within which the migrated weevils 
may find au opportunity to breed, 
This condition serves to force the 
weevils to move further in search 


bin county 


for breeding places and we may 
re sonably look for a very exten. 
sive spread of the weevils in thig 
State this year. It is quite likely 
thut some part of the following 
counties south and west of this 
jist may be invaded by the weevil 
before frost: Marion, Fayette, 
Tuscaloosa, Bibb, Pefry, Dallas, 
Loundes, Crenshaw, Coffee and 
Geneva. The final line reached 
by the weevil cannot be determ. 
ined until after killing frost oc» 
curs which is usually during the 
latter part of November. 


Unusual Chanc2 To Control Weevil, 


The work of the cotton worm 
this year gives us very unusual 
opportunity to obtain complete 
control of the boll weevil so that 
it may do but little damage to 
the cotton crop of 1912. It has 
been found in other states in the 
past, that where the cotton was 
thoroughly stripped by the leaf 
worm before the middle of Oct- 
ober, there was but little damage 
from the weevil during the fol. 
lowiug season. This has been 
Natures demonstration on a very 
large scale of the practical effect.

ober if possible. The atalke 
should then be cut or plowed ont, 
thrown in windrows or piled while 
still green so that the leaves and 
bolls will not be scattered and as 
soon as the foliage 18 ‘@uflicientiy 
dry to burn readily, fire should be 
rou through with the wind.

will catch and destroy most of 
the weevils that are adult and 
prevent the further breeding of 
weevils to go through the winter, 
The unburned stalks may then de 
chopped with a chopper with the 
assurance that the heat will have 
destroyed practically all the wee- 
vil stages. This is the most im- 
portant that can be done to con- 
trol the weevils so that they may 
do little'damageto the 1912 crop 
in the area that they reach this 
season. 
Help.. Follow Weevil Spread. 

Whenever any insect suspected 
of being the boll weevil is dis- 
covered outside of the area that 
is known to be infested by it, the 
specimens should be inclosed in a 
tight, strong box that can not be 
crushed in the mails, with the 
sender’s name and addresa given 
plainly on the outside and mailed 
to the undersigned for identifica- 
tion. Never mail specimens 
Joose in au envelope. This may 
aid largely in following the spread 
of the weevils this year and help 
us to give prompt and complete 
information as to the occurence 
of weevils in various newly in- 
tested localities. Further inform- 
ation will begiven to all who may 
write for it.

ing ten duys » year on the roads. 
Where any person desires to work 
they can do so under a road sup- 
erintendent, Under this plan 
Montgomery county has built 
good rouds all over the county. 
Montgomery has no bad roads 
It first issued $500,000.00 of road 


bonds, then later balf that sum, 
anda third issue of $150,000 00. 
No more isnow needed, Notwith- 


stand.ng the fact that 16 costs 
much more per mile to build good 
Toads in Mvuatyomery County, it 
leads all the counties in Alabama 
in good roads construction. 

Dallas County last year issued 
$250,000.00 of roads bonds, and 
that county uow has some as fine 
Toads as cau be found anywhere 
in the state, aud the work of 
building roads all over the county 
is rapidly going forward.
